Belgium Stamp Will 
Be Issued First Day 
On September 14th 





The 5-cent stamp honoring Bel- 
gium, of the Overrun countries 
series, will be placed on sale for 
the first time September 14, 1943, 
at the Washington, D. C., post 
office, and at other post offices as 
soon after that date as production 
will permit. 

The central subject is a repro- 
duction of the flag of Belgium, in 
natural colors — black, yel- 
low and red—with the name of 
the country appearing underneath 
the flag, 

Stamp collectors desiring can- 
celations of the new stamp on 
September 14 may send not more 
than 10 addressed envelopes to 
the Postmaster, Washington 13, D. 
C., with cash or money-order re- 
mittance to cover cost of the 
stamps to be affixed. The Phil- 
atelic Agency, Post Office De- 
partment, does not service first- 
day covers, but stamps of selected 
quality for collections may be ob- 
tained on mail orders sent to that 
Agency, with allowances for re- 
turn postage.

A Clever Postmark 
Scale Is The Newest 
Philatelic Invention 


A Postmark Gauge has been de- 
veloped by Arthur W. Lee, Lake- 
wood, Ohio, that should prove of 
immense value to those collecting 
postal markings as it will aid mat- 
erially in the classifying of such 
items. The millimeter scale at the 
bottom the gauge or the scale on 
the 270 degree line of the 360 de- 
gree protractor may be used for 
determining the diameter of the

townmarks. Further classification 
is possible by centering the town- 
mark behind the gauge and then 
determining the length in degrees 
of the name or words to be mea- 
sured. The furtherest protrusion 
of the first letter should be plac- 
ed at the “O” degree line. The 
length is then determined by 
reading the figure at the extreme 
protrusion of the last letter. If the 
latter protrusion should fall be- 
tween the rays of the protractor 
the number of degrees may be 
determined by interpolation. The 
protractor must be transparent; 
therefore, it appears in a plastic 
model for 10c or a glassine-card- 
board style for 5c. They are ob- 
tainanble from Runge Printing, 
2187 E. 2nd St., Cleveland 15, O.

At Meet In Vienna 





A Congress of the European 
postal and telecommunication un- 
ion met for the first time from 
October 12th to 19th, 1942, in the 
General Post Office in Vienna 
for the purpose of forming a post- 
al union for central Europe sim- 
ilar to that of the Universal Post- 
al union. Delegates from Albania, 
Bulgaria, Croatia, Denmark, Fin- 
land, Germany, Hungary, Italy, 
Norway, Netherlands, Roumania, 
San Marino and Slovakia were in 
attendance. Vienna was selected 
as the headquarters city and 
agreements arrived at were to 
come into force on April 1, 1943. 

Three perforate 14 stamps and 
A@ special postal card were issued 
to mark the Congress. Further- 
more, there were additional var- 
ieties made by overprinting the 
stamps and card with “19, OKT. 
1942” to mark the agreement on 
the essential provisions. The it- 
ems were as follows:

Progress Exposition of 1937, 
which were issued in 1938.

SWITZERLAND—Two very at- 
tractive stamps were issued on 
June 15 for the National Fete.

We can now state frankly that 
the statement we printed was a 
| child of our own imagination. You 
| who listen to the news commenta- 
| tors on the radio have doubtless 
|heard many times that the Japa- 
nese Radio announced that in such 
and such a battle in the Solomons, 
the Japs had sunk eleven Ameri- 
can Warships and downed 46 
planes. The news commentator 
then gees on to say that this in- 
formation is broadcast by Japan 
in the hope that it will bring a re- 
tort from the United States to the 
effect that the figures are inac- 
curate and that only four ships 
and 14 planes were destroyed. 
Well, that was the object of our 
item. We deliberately named a 
figure which we thought too high 
in the hope that we would “smoke 
out” the real figure. You can see 
now that the real figure has been 
given altho probably not in re- 
sponse to our broadcast since it 
was released some few days be- 
fore our issue of August 5th was 
in the mails. 

The figure of 26,000,000 seems to 
be what one wouid have naturally 
expected because of the fact that 
this number was about the num- 
ber of all of the 5c stamps of the 
Famous Americans Series and thus 
gave the Department a very sound 
figure to base sales of the new 
stamps on. Our opinion however 


that information as to quantity 
printed and other facts has brought 
fruit. Some might ask why we 
did not at the first, write direct 
to Washington ana ask for the in- 
formation wanted. We did not do 
this for the simple reason that we 
had no belief that tne information 
would be readily given. This is 
borne out by the fact that there 
are gVashington Newspapers, also 
Washington Stamp Columnists for 
other papers who surely must have 
asked all these questions time and 
again and withcut result, least- 
wise we are going to give those 
people credit for the fact that they 
did ask for the information and 
the pages and columns of their 
papers are ample evidence that 
they did not get it, so how could 
we, away out here hope to get 
such information until the Depart- 
ment was good and ready to print 
it. 

Other facts in the letter to Mr. 
Underwood are interesting also. 
We note that “The stamps are 
printed on Rotary type presses, 
400 subjects to the sheet”. We al. 
so note that *** “Following the 
Poland stamp, two issués HAVE 
been printed at the same time, for 
example, the Czechoslovakia stamp 
was printed on the two upper 
panes and the Norway stamp was 
printed on the two lower panes, 
apparently for the purpose of ex- 
pediting the manufacture.” 

Note hte word “HAVE” in the 
above paragraph. This would in- 
dicate that all the remaining 
stamps are to. be printed in this 
manner and this will therefore re- 
sult in some stamps showing only 
the top register mark as on the 
Czech stamp and others showing 
only the bottom register mark as 
on the Norway. It appears that 
this is to be the plan, but we can 
not definitely state which stamps 
will be tops and which will be bot- 
toms and that information will 
come only when the sheets are is- 
sued. 

The letter from the Post Office 
Department. further states “The 
printing consists of two separate 
operations, first the surface print- 
ing on the sheets of the central 
flag designs, followed by _ the 
printing of the borders thereon by 
means of steel engraved plates.” 
“The sheets are gummed before 
being printed”, 

The vertical and horizontal per- 
forations represent two separate 
operations, the gauge of perfora- 
tion being No, 12.” 

The “No. 12” agrees with the 
stamp collectors designation for 
perf 12 as per our scales.

If we are given this information 
it will make no difference or mean 
nothing to stamp collectors unless 
it should happen that a change of 
plates were niade during the pro- 
cess of printing any particular 
stamps. If that is done, then the 
speck hunters will have a merry 
time trying to determine if they 
can find a difference in the two 
plates so used, 


“Since the central designs are 
surface printed, it is unlikely that 
any information will be disclosed 
later regarding this particular 
feature of the printing equipment.” 

“The American Bank Note Com. 
pany has been called upon to fur- 
nish the same information as here- 
tofore supplied by the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing regarding 
the identity of the designers and 
the engravers, as well as the ori- 
gin of the subject matter used in 
preparing the models.” 

“It is impossible that the Ameri 
can Bank Note Company will 
desire to divulge the details of the 
special stamp presses used in the 
manufacture of the overrun coun. 
trigs series, since this concern ap- 
arently has a monopoly on the use 
of such equipment, which has been 
built to Company specifications.” 

That then is the story to this 
date. We are promised other in- 
formation in the above paragraphs 
and collectors will patiently await 
the release of the desired facts. 


Latcr News 
Since the above is written we 
have another letter from the 


Department, addressed to Mr. U. S. 
Aspero of Newton, N. J, in which 
the definite statement is made that 
all of the coming flag stamps 
WILL BE produced as were those 
for the Czech and the Norwegian 
stamps, that is the Luxemburg will 
be from two top plates along with 
the Netherlands from two bottom 
plates and the other issues in the 
order announced will come in 
alternate top and bottom plates, all 
being printed two at a time. This 
will bring up the last stamp by 
itself and should result in that last

OCCUPATIONAL STAMPS 
FOR ITALY 
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detailed planning that preceded 
the expedition, a story that must, 
for the most part, remain untold 
until after the war. 

From the star-dpoint of the phys- 
ical undertaking alone, there is no 
precedent for such a job. Presses 
of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing worked 24 hours a day, 
not even pausing for meal periods, 
for weeks, to have the stocks of 
notes and stamps ready for the fi- 
nal, revealing overprinting when 
the invasion actually began. 

The planning of the job goes 
back some four months, when high 
officials of the Treasury, the War 
and Navy Departments, the De- 
partment of State, and officials of 
the British government laid the 
groundwork in a seztes of extraor_ 
dinary conferences held in utmost 
secrecy. Designs for the notes and 
stamps had to be complted under 
similar conditions of secrecy, and 
stocks of distinctive paper and 
huge amounts of i:ks of various 
colors accumulated. In none of 
this preliminary work was the 
country for whick the notes were 
intended ever identified. 

The invasion news was flashed 
to the world on the night of July 
9. Key employees of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing stood 
by their telephones throughout 
Sunday, and continued at their 
posts until the printing order was 
released by Army authorities ac- 
tually on Tuesday. July 13. Huge 
presses immediately began to roll, 
overprinting the  partially-com. 
pleted notes with the identifying 
legends. By Saturday, July 17, 
enough had been completed to 
load a huge transport plane, but 
transportation was not available 
until Monday, July 19, when two 
planes carrying seven tons of the 
distinctive money took off. Other 
shipments have followed both of 
currency and stamps. 

The Allied Military Postage 
stamps are in denominations of 15, 
25, 30, 50 and 60 ce~tesimi, and in 
1, 2, 5 and 10 lira. They are all 
of the same design, distinguished 
by colors of the usual United 
States postage series. They bear a 
pantograph background, with 
white lettering, and the denomina- 
tion in the center of the stamp, are 
perforated, and on a gummed pa- 
per. Both the stamp design and 
the overprint are put on in one 
operation on a two-color press, 


Death Of Henry Crowell, 
Well-Known Clevelander 


Henry Clark Crowell, the well- 
known Clevelander. passed away 
on August 2nd. 

Many of our old-time readers 
will recall him as one of the best- 
known Clevelar.d veterans, He be- 
gan to collect as a boy in old 
Glenville—now a part of Cleve- 
land—and retained his interest for 
over a half century. 

He was a long-time member 
of Garfield-Perry Stamp Club, 
having joined that organization in 
i896. He served as its President 
in 1910 and 1911. 

Old timers will also recall that 
he was a dealer from about 1902 
to 1906, when he and his brother 
operated the Crowell Stamp Com- 
pany in Cleveland. 

In 1913-15, he was one of the 
Vice Presidents of the American 
Philatelic Society—with Alvin 
Good and the late John F. Rust. 

He ceased active collecting a 
few years ago; but attended many 
exhibtions and other gatherings 
of collectors and kept up his many 
philatelic acquaintances. 

He was 68 years old and is sur- 
vived by his widow and three 
daughters.

American Expeditionary Force Stamps 

If our memory serves us right there has been but one instance 
before the present time in which American Forces of Occupation have 
had provided for them special stamps for the occupied ccuntry or zone, 

Many years ago American Marines tock charge of a Mexican 
Port and there were issued revenue stamps for 
custom duties ete. in this occupied port. The re- 
collection is so hazy and the time so far away that 
I can not give much detail about tnese revenues 
but they were lithographed and I beiieve in Mex- 
ico, and did bear the initials U. S. A. 

At that time I did have a considerable supply 
of these stamps which seem to be almost forgotten 
today, although they should be in the Scott cata_ 
logue. 

Now we learn of a complete set of occupation 
stamps for use in Italy. It appears that these stamps 
were issued and prepared by the Treasury and the 
War Department without even the knowledge of 
Geo. W; Linn’ the Postoffice Department yet we see that the 
work was done by the Bureau at Washington. 

Well, we can believe this story for there are so many things 
happening in Washington that no one seems to know aiything about, 
that a small matter like a few postage stamps ought to be easy to 
keep under cover. 

The point however that will interest collectors will be an op- 
portunity to buy sets of these stamps. Whether any provision has 
been made for his we do not know but we do believe that such pro- 
vision should be made if for no other reason than that collectors will 
quickly spend between $50,000 and $100,000 for these stamps if 
given an opportunity to purchase them and that the stamps pur. 
chased will never be used for postage, thus providing a handsome 
sum of money which the Government should not sneeze at in these 
times. 

We have already written Washington, suggesting that these 
stamps be offered collectors through the Agency, We believe that 
hundreds of others will make similar requests and we see no valid 
reason why they should not be sold. 

Collectors will anxiously await appearance of pictures of these 
stamps and their desire to purchase will not be satisfied until the 
stamps are made available. 

Such stamps issued by Britain for use of their forces in Africa 
and the middle east have already been on the market from the 
Brtish Postoffice and our country could well take a lesson from their 
method of sale to collectors and make these new stamps available 
over here. 

Such stamps as these will be future rarities on war covers and 
doubtless the wise Sicilians will know enough to gather all the 
used copies they can find with a view to selling in America after 
the war. Italy will then be the chief source of supply for our own 
postage stamps,

How To Open Your 
Patriotic Covers 


L. G. Brookman, Acting Editor 
of the American Philatelist sends 
a suggestion on Patriotic Enve- 
lopes which may be of help and 
interest to others. 

He suggests that in sealing such 
envelopes, that they be - sealed 
very lightly in order that the flap 


ve} Can be peeled loose and thus pre- 


serve the cover intact. Mr. Brook- 
man states that he has torn sev- 
eral nice ones because they were 
sealed too tightly. 

That is one way of opening 
covers. For our part we like a 
cover that has all the earmarks 
of genuine and ordinary postal 
use. We don’t like many of the 
marks that some crave for. We 
want a cover that looks like a 
real and legitimate piece out of 
todays mail. We prefer stamps 
that are current rather than com- 
memoratives long out of issue. 

As for opening them, we open 
every cover we want to keep by 
cutting a fine hair of the envelope 
at the right end with a pair of 
scissors and we want our enve- 
lopes sealed properly. There you 
are, take your pick, and these di- 
virgent views ‘show clearly that 
stamp collectors all have ideas of 
their own.
